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Wild, Non-stop 
Thunderstorms 
Dotting State 


Flooding rains cascaded onto 


broad stretches of Texas during 
the night and into today as a non- 
stop marathon of wild thun- 
derstorms aimed wrathful blows 
at areas from the Panhandle- 
Plains sector to the coast. 


Parts of South Texas already 


were afloat after cloudbursts 
dumped 9.2 inches of rain onto 
Laredo and the Mexican border 
and 6 inches in two hours at 
Wharton, which is southwest of 
Houston. 


New deluges descended next on 


the Texas Panhandle and con- 
tinued this morning, causing a 
flash flood warning until 7 a.m. 
for parts of Dallas, Hansford 
and Sherman counties and 
neighboring slice of Oklahoma. 


Showers and lighter thunder- 


storms were scattered along the 
coast and through East Texas. 
And forecasters predicted still 
more throughout the state for at 
least 24 hours. 


Mixed in with the thunder- 


storms were occasional tor- 
nadoes, including one which 
witnesses saw hit the ground 
three times near Dalhart in the 
Texas Panhandle. Winds hitting 
up to 52 miles per hour damaged 
roofs, tore the top off a church 
and toppled power poles in 
Dalhart but there apparently was 
little other damage. 


Reports 
of other

sightings came from southwest of 
Amarillo and northeast of Bovina 


Panhandle.

The incumbent seeking his fifth four- 


year term as judge of the 13th Judicial 
District of Texas suffered a surprising 
defeat at the polls Saturday. 


Donald Nicholson, a 37-year-old 


Corsicana rancher and former United 
States prosecuting attorney, won the 
election over Judge James C. Sewell by 
a 197 vote margin. Nicholson polled a 
total of 4,524 votes to Sewell's 4,327. 


This was the first district judge 


election in which Sewell was opposed. He 
was first voted into office in 1956. 


The 
victory 
for 
Nicholson 


automatically slates him for the district 


judge chair in January since there is no 
Republican contender for the position. 


Nicholson has been 
engaged in a 


ranching operation in one of the largest 
hog producing operations in East Texas 
following several years in area court 
work. 


He is the son of Mr. and Mrs. Danny 


Nicholson of Corsicana. He is a member 
of the First United Methodist Church, a 
32nd degree Mason and a member of 
Karem Shrine Temple of Waco. 


Sewell, 59, is in his 16th year as judge 


of the 13th Judicial District. He has been 
instrumental in local, state and national 
Democratic Party politics for more than 
20 years.

In Food Study 


The Navarro County Expanded 


Nutrition Program of the Texas 
Agricultural Extension Service 
has been in operation for one year 
this past February. 


The program has enrolled at 


the present time 303 families in 
the Corsicana Area. This is a 
total of 915 family members with 
435 being children from infant 
through 19. During April, 40 non- 
program families were contacted 
and 
247 program 
families 


received one or more visits by 
aides. A total of 129 families are 
on circular letters. 


The Expanded Nutrition Office 


is located at 610 E. llth Ave. The 
program assistant is Mrs. M.J. 
Hutchings. Program aides are: 
Mrs, Frances Lee, Mrs, Betty 
Washington, Miss Gloria An- 
derson and Miss Martha Morris. 


Mrs. Tressie Langston, County 


Home Demonstration Agent and 
Mrs. June Sheppard supervises 
the training of the aides. 
Program aides are trained to 
teach homemakers nutrition in 
the simplest way. 


This month families received 


lessons on meal planning on How 
to Cook and Serve Beef. Im- 
portant points stressed are the 
basic method of beef cookery, by 
the moist or dry heat method. 


Another lesson taught for April 


was "Your Snacks:—Chance or 
Choice?" Why waste money on 
snacks which have little food 
value. Snacks play a big rule in 
the eating patterns, and lots of 
calories. There is no research 
evidence that frequent eating is 
harmful in itself, in fact it has 
been suggested that smaller, 
more frequent meals may be 
beneficial to health. Snack 
choices need to be upgraded as 
part of the total diet, to fit into the 
nutritive needs of each person.

Meeting 
time and place will be set at the 
May 18 meeting. Normally a 
meeting lasts for about two 
hours. During the program all 
members who have not been 
assigned a subject for prepared 
talk respond with one to two 
minute extemporaneous talks. 


At each meeting, several 


members give prepared talks of 
five to seven minutes in length on 
assigned subjects. These are 
introduced by the Toastmaster of 
the meeting and are followed by 
an evaluation period, conducted 
by an individual evaluator and 
general evaluator. Constructive 
evaluation is a vital part of 
Toastmaster training. It gives 
the speaker the audience reaction 
and just as important, it helps 
members develop the ability to 
listen critically and analytically. 


All program assignments are 


rotated among members. This 
means that every member has an 
opportunity to make the most of 
his abilities. Each member ad-

at 
his own pace, 


presenting projects when he is 
ready and scheduled to do so.

every meeting when presenting
